RoadmastP] s are to have charge 
of the work and any adult who shows 
to a roadmaster or Boaid of Supervis- 
ors that he is homeless and in imrne- 
dlnte ne»d of food, clothing or lodging, 
nhall be employed to laboi on farms or 
ro ids, shall be lodged and given thiee 
mi ttls a day and shall receive at the 
end of each meek ?5 cents per day for 
eaoh day of nine hooirs labor, the mon- 
«-y to be paid out of the road fund. 
The title ot "honorable unemployed" is 
to be given to all working in this man- 
ner and they can l>f discharged on three 
days' notice if thtir nork proves unsat- 
isfactory 


Those convietec5 of vagrancy shpll be 


»pntenced to thiee months' hard labor 
on the public roads and during such 
time shall get suitable board and lodg- 
Jnif and ten cents a day, the money to 
be paid at the expiration of the term 
Should any vagrant refuse to work un- 
der these conditions he snail bo im- 
prisoned In the county Jail for ninety 
days and receive only one meal every 
twenty-four hours 


Senator Bulla also has a bill on the 


vagrant question. Noviadn>3 the po- 
lice do not arrest criapled tramps, for 
thf law defines those subject to im- 
prisonment as "healthy ' beggars

TRAGEY ON ARBITRATIOK.

NEW YORK, Jan. M.—The World thia

"When the signing of the treaty was 


announced, I thought It one of tho great- 
est triumiphs that diplomacy h ul ever 
achieved. But, since reading it iwi-h more 
oare, wihat purports -to be the text of the 
treaty, I am led to doubt whether we do 
not by thia treaty agree cto sv/ttmir to the 
arbitration of a European monarch the 
whole question of tihe Mon-roo doctrine and 
our right to enforce It. By article 1 it in 
provided that the high contracting panties 
agree to submit to arbltr,atton, to accord- 
ance with the ^provisions of this treaty, 
affl questions of difference between them in 
which ibhey may fail to adjust Iby diplo- 
matic negotiations. 


"Secretary Olney Is reported as declar- 


ing that by Oiis treaty England ha, recog- 
inlsecf and affirmed bhe Monroe doctrine. 
I tail to find any language in thlt, treaty 
which justifies any such inference. On 
the contrary, It seems clear tha.t If this 
treaty is ratified the United States binds 
Itself bo submit to arbitration its r ghte to 
enforce the Monroe doctrine as againat 
England.

The Boys' Club on Sunday is a strong 
attraction. 
Last Sunday, there was, literally, 
an ovorilow of boys, so that many had 
to br> turned away for lack, of room to 
accommodate them. 
The instruction given to these boys 
is not nf a. religious nature, but con- 
sists of reading, music and story-tell- 
ing, thr purpose being, supposably, to 
keep the boys off the streets, and, In 
some -^ay, occupy them on the Jong 
Sunday afternoons. 
Durin? the last year, the prospects 
of the Manse have not been the bright- 
est, owing to the hard times, but now 
the outlook is more hopeful.

The Manse social settlement was es- 
tablished two years ago by Frank 
HinckU y. It is not a charitable Insti- 
tution, at least its aim Is not charity, 
although it directs destitute persons 
to charitable institutions. 
It province lies among the wage- 
earners, its purpose being to place 
them ir contact with the refining and 
cultivating influences of the educated 
classes. The plan followed involves a 
sacrifice of home, society and friends 
on the part of educated people who are 
willing to take up their home at the j 
Manse, and exert a personal influence ' 
among the working classes.

The rebels could by no means reply 


to the fire anS the ships, but they of 4 
fered a most "desperate resistance ta- 
the land attack' from behind ;entrenciir 
rnents and rifle pits. Their' detents 
was evidently directed by some one pf 
considerable ability.- The chief object 
of General Rios' attack was to cut off 
the rebel communication across the 
isthmus road leading to the Important 
position of Imus, which the rebels hold. 
The rebel forces, estimated at from 
8,000 to 9,000, held the main position 
all day, but eventually In the evening 
sa\v the Spaniards in possession of the 
village of Bicayan and the road from 
which, however, they were forced to 
retire during the night after destroying 
the rebel works. Four hundred rebels 
dead and wounded were found inside 
the trenches. The greatest savagery 
->vas displayed by the defenders who, 
when dying, fired at the Spaniards, or 
tried to cut them down. In one plare 
they blew up a small detachment of 
Spanish troops who thought that re- 
sistance was over. The Spanish offK 
cial report estimated their own loss at 
thlrty-flve killed and 103 wounded, but 
next day the steamer Isabel and Fil- 
ipine arrived at Manila from the scene 
of the conflict with over 400 Spanish of- 
ficers and men, including two superior 
officers. 


Spanish troops suffered terribly from 


the rifle fire directed from pits and 
other shelters and it is believed the 
official estimate is far from the truth. 
The rebels remain in possession cf 
their defenses. It IE impossible to say 
what was their loss, but from the 
nature of the ground and superior po- 
sition it cannot be nearly as severe aa 
that of the attacking party. The rebel 
fire is said to have been astonishingly 
brisk and well directed, while the ma- 
chine guns were served by.Spanish de- 
serters who a month before had joined 
the rebels. Though the Spaniards claim 
the victory no one can regard it, aa 
such as the rebels are Just as strongly 
placed aa before.

All Foreigners 
Aro In Danger

THE PHILLIPINE REBELLION. 


411 Foreigners Are ]n 
Danger 


From the Infuriated 
\ Rebrla. 


ByAwoeiated Press to The Tribune. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—The Herald 


thi* morning publishes a letter from 
Mr*. Hodson, the wife of the English 
manager of the docks near Cavlte, the 
center of the rebellion in the Philip- 
pine*. It Is dated the beginning of 
the month and shows that the Mestizos 
and other native Philippine employes 
of the dock rose against their em- 
ployer and threatened murder, even 
againrt English people, who were hith- 
erto regarded %af$, a* the native hos- 
tility was believed to be solely dl- 
rvoted against the Spanish. Mr and 
Mm. Hodson scrawled notes to friends 
in MaEillA, Hongkong and Shanghai 
from their hiding place inside a large 
disused boiler where they took refuge 
from rifle shots. Faithful natives car- 
ried their letters safely. What step* 
were taken by the British gunboats at 
Manila to *ecuru their rescue is not 
yet known. But it 1* clear that the im- 
munity of other foreigners than Span- 
iard* hitherto enjoyed 1* at an and. 
According to the letter, the rebels in 
Cavlte are still masters of the situa- 
tion. , Spanish troop* are fjultt unable 
to dislodge them from their positions, 
which ar* »trongly fortified. They are 
provide- with quit* a number of rood- 


rebel positions from early morning. 
Under the diversion, thus treated Gen- 
eral Rios ordered the advance of three 
columns commanding th* last in. per- 
son. 


The rebels could by no means Tepjy 


to the fire and the ships, but they of-* 
fered a most desperate redstance to~ 
the land attack from behind -entrench- 
ments and rifle pits. ' Their defense 
was evidently dlrect'ed by aofee one pf 
considerable ability.- The chief object 
of General Rios' attack was to cut off 
the rebel communication acrosn the 
Isthmus road leading to the important 
position of Imus, which the rebels hold. 
The rebel forces, estimated ' at from 
8,000 to 9,000, held the main position 
all day, but eventually in the evening 
saw the Spaniards in possession of the 
village of Bicayan and the road from 
which, however, they were forced to 
retire during the night after destroying 
the rebel -norks Four hundred rebel:* 
dead and wounded were found inside 
the trenches 
The greatest savagery 


•nas displayed by the defenders who, 
when dying, flred at the Spaniards, or 
tried to cut them dow-a. In one place 
thej blew up a small detachment of 
Spanish troops -who thought that re- 
sistance was over 
The Spanish offlf 


cial report estimated their own loss at 
thirty-flve killed and 103 wounded, but 
next day the steamer Isabel and Fil- 
ipine arrived at Manila from the scene 
of the conflict with over 400 Spanish of- 
ficers and men, Including two superior 
officers. 


Spanish troops suffered terribly from 


the rifle firo directed from pits and 
other shelters and it is believed the 
official estimate is far from the truth. 
The rebels remain in possession of 
their defenses. It is impossible to say 
what \vas their loss, but from the 
nature of the ground and superior po- 
sition it cannot be nearly as severe aa 
that of the attackinr party. The rebel 
fire is said to have been astonishingly 
busk and well directed, while the ma- 
chine guns weie served by. Spanish de- 
serters who a Tionth before had joined 
the rebels. Though the Spaniards claim 
the victory no one can rsgard it as 
such as the rebels a.e Just as strongly 
placed aa before.
